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ing was made 11 years ago when a 
district judge ruled to foreclose on 
her 160-acre farm and another 56- 
acre parcel of land to pay credi- 
tors. 

Dewsnup had paid the deed, but 
creditors refused to release it be- 
cause of another disputed debt. 

Plaintiffs’ Michael Hayes told 
justices Dewsnup was ‘‘saying 
anything she can’’ to keep her case 
alive in court. 

He said if Dewsnup believed the 
judge ruled in error, she should 
have raised that issue 10 years ago. 

He says if Dewsnup’s argument 
is correct ‘‘all of the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars spent in feder- 
al court is a waste.”’ 

Justice Christine M. Durham 
said the court would take into ac- 
count the fact that Dewsnup had 
not appealed the decision for 10 
years. 

Cline says Dewsnup did not re- 
alize the judge had not ruled on the 
issue, and claims she was too in- 
volved in the litigation in bankrupt- 
cy court. 

Dewsnup filed for bankruptcy 
the day after the district judge’s 
ruling in an effort to save her farm. 

The dispute in federal court was 
not over the legitimacy of the fore- 
closure but over Dewsnup’s at- 
tempt to use bankruptcy law to 
avoid paying the full debt and in- 
stead pay only the value of the 
farm. The 10th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals and then the U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruled she would have 
to pay the full amount owed. 

So far, Dewsnup has not paid 
the money. She is waiting for the 
ruling of the Utah Supreme Court.
